COUN THE SUMMER GF 178) Shi S WAS PROBABLY THE SUMMER OF 17ee>, 
A MAN WAS TAEREN FRISONER, IN BUFFALO VALLEY, AND MADE HIS 
ESCAFE. HE REFORTED THERE WERE ABOUT THREE HUNDRED INDIANS ON 
THE SINNEMAHONING. I WAS THEN A LIEUTENANT IN CAPTAIN ROBINSON’S 
COMPANY. COLONEL HUNTER SELECTED A COMFANY OF FIVE TO 
RECONNOITRE. CAPTAIN CAMPBELL, FETER AND MICHAEL GROVE, 
LIEUTENANT CRAMER, AND MYSELF. WE TOOK WITH US THREE DAYS’ 
FROVISION, AND WENT UF THE WEST BRANCH, WITH MUCH CAUTION AND 
CARE. WE REACHED THE SINNEMAHONING, BUT FOUND NO TRACES. A 
LITTLE BELOW IT WE DISCOVERED A SMOKE, AND THAT THERE WAS A

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THE NIGHT WAS WARM, AND AS WE ADVANCED UFON THEM IN THE UTMOST 
SILENCE, RIFLE IN ONE HAND, TOMAHAWK IN THE OTHER, WE FOUND SOME 
OF THEM ROLLED IN THEIR BLANKETS, A ROD OR TWO FROM THE FIRE. 
HAVING GOT AMONG THEM, WE FIRST HANDLED OUR TOMAHAWES. THEY 
AROSE LIFE A DARE CLOUD. WE NOW FIRED ON THEM AND RAISED THE 
WAR-YELL. THEY TOOK TO FLIGHT IN THE UTMOST CONFUSION. WE

A PARTY OF TWENTY-FIVE OR THIRTY, WHICH HAD BEEN DOWN AS LOW AS

DURING MICHAEL ’S LAST ILLNESS HIS OWN ACCOUNT OF THE ATTACK UPON

“BEFORE THEY COMMENCED THE ATTACK, AN OLD INDIAN ANNOYED THEM 
VERY MUCH. HE WAS TROUBLED WITH A SEVERE COUGH, AND FREQUENTLY 
ROSE UP, AND LOOKED CAREFULLY AROUND, SEEMING TO ANTICIFATE 
DANGER. AT LENGTH THE OLD MAN FELL ASLEEF, AND THEY COMMENCED 
CREEPING UF, INTENDING TO USE THEIR TOMAHAWES FIRST. ONE OF 
THEM, UNEXPECTEDLY, CRAWLED OVER AN INDIAN, WHO LAY SOME 
DISTANCE FROM THE REST, AND THE OLD MAN ROSE UF AT THIS MOMENT. 
MICHAEL, WITH A POWERFUL BLOW WITH HIS HATCHET, CLOVE THE OLD 
MAN'S SEULL, AND, STRIEING IT INTO THE BACK OF ANOTHER, COULD 
NOT WITHDRAW IT, WHEN THE INDIAN DREW HIM OVER THE BANE INTO THE

AGE, NEARLY AS WELL AS IN DAY TIME.

"THE STORY OF THEIR FATRIOTIC ANCESTOR "LENHEART" GRONINGER 
CARRIES ONE BACK TO THE FERIOD OF THE REVOLUTION WITH A ROMANTIC 
INTEREST. HIS NAME LEONARD, WAS SFELLED LENHEART ON THE ROLL, 
AND THAT IS USED HERE FOR EASY IDENTIFICATION. 

"ON JULY 28, 1779, THE INDIANS MADE A SUDDEN RAID ALONG THE 
SUSQUEHANNA, SURPRISED AND DEFEATED THE GARRISON UNDER CAFT. 
GREEN AT FORT FREELAND IN SOUTHEASTERN FART OF NORTHUMBERLAND 
COUNTY AND TOOK SEVEN OF THEM FRISONERS. 

"ON APRIL 8, 1788 “LENHEART" GRONINGER ENLISTED IN THE COMPANY 
OF CAFT. THOMAS ROBINSON, KNOWN AS THE NORTHUMBERLAND COUNTY 
RANGERS AND LATER RECEIVED FOR SEVEN MONTHS SERVICE 34 FOUNDS, 18

What a wonderful suprise, to have you call, and say that you are a descendant of 
Col. George May, thru his daughter Elizabeth. I had given up all hopes of ever finding 
information on Elizabeth. Now if we can just find something on Michael, Henry and Sarah, 
“hat whole family will be complete! Wouldn't that be Great? 


I sure am glad that you talked to Jean Suloff. She was such a GREAT help to me, in 
finding records in Mifflin CO. on Geoge May, and his family. Couldn't have done it 
without her help! 


I am enclosing the floppy, with the complete May Book. This is the first time that 
it has all been in one save. I did this book when I had my first computer, a Commodore 
64, then jumped to a Commodore 128. I had to save the book in groups of pages about six 
pages to a save before running out of memory. Then when I got my PC I transferred the 
book over to Doss, using Big Blue Reader (for the Commodore). Had to go into the document 
and re-vamp the whole thing, as it just simply would not convert like I wanted it too. 
Took time to get it done and try to match the original book, which I hope that I have 
done, except for the INDEX. It does not match, exactly, as I used Elite condensed print 
for it on the Commodore and I coould not find a printer driver for the PC that has Elite 
Condensed, but anyway it is the best I could do. 


I will go ahead and send you copies (under seperate cover) of the cover page (which 
was done with New Print Shop), also the pages with the pictures so that you will have 
them. I am sorry that I do not have access to the original pictures or negatives. I 
inserted the pictures between Page 86 and 87. There is one picture that goes in the May 
Supplement, and that goes between 8 and 9. 


I don't know about you, but when I am trying to find information on these families, 

Zot I get so fustrated because they did not keep better records! My husband said that at one

dedicated family fenealogists, it would have never been put together. I must tell you 
here, that I am disappointed in the way the book turned out! In the first draft, I had 


Col. George May's information, including the legal documents under the family info. I 

sent a copy of the book to a May descendant, who said it was all wrong, that the family 
info should be first, then the legal documents, so I did it like she suggested, and don't 

like the layout at all. Then I was told, "Its your book, do it the way you want it", so 
ny books that I did later on, was done my way. 


p I couldn't even think, the other evening when you called, when yoou asked about Col 
May's second wife's maiden name. She was the widow of Theobold Miller, if that is of help 
to you. This info came from "Annals of Buffalo Valley, PA" and i got the copy of the book 
from YE Olde Genealogy Shoppe, in Indianapolis. A wonderful research book, and has 
information on many of the families that I was working on, that later moved down into 
Ohio. I tried to put alot of info, from this book that pertained to the May family, under 
Miscelleanous records, but there were too many to all of them in. Another book, History 
of Fountain Co., IN, had info on George May Jr., son of George and Barbara May who moved 
down into Ross Co. Another record I would like to get ahold of, is the Probate for 
Christopher May, son of George and Barbara May. Christopher died in Fountain Co., IN, but 
he owned land in Ross Co., OH, and that is where the probate is at, but several years ago 
they had a bad storm, and in trying to salvage the records, they got all mixed up and 
there is nothing in Christopher's file jacket!!! 


By the way, I am using Word Perfect 6.0. Just upgraded to it, still have 5.1 on my 
machine also, but I am an avid graphic user, as you can tell, have a color printer and I 
could not print out in full color in 5.1, however 6.0 does do it! However it is slow, 
slow, slow, compared with 5.1 especially in using color print. So I hop between 5.1 and 
6.0.

Foreword 


Much research has gone into this family history and as careful as we have been 
with the names, dates, etc., there is bound to be some typing errors. If you find 
any wrong information please let us know about it and it will be corrected. 


The information in this book, is documented through the Various records 
Estate/Wills, Deeds, Miscellaneous Records, and Obituaries. Some of the family 
information has been sent to us, by May descendants, and their names and addresses 
are at the end of this history. 


When we decided to try and trace our May Family the only information we had 
was on William Lynn May, our Great Grandfather. We knew he died near Eureka, 
Greenwood County, Kansas, so we made a trip to Eureka to see what we might be able to 
locate on William. 

The first book of records, in the Court House at Eureka, listed a William Lewis 
May and that he had died in Piedmont, Kansas, a small town southwest of Eureka. We 
wrote all the vital information down for this William May and good thing we did. 

We drove down to the little town, of Fiedmont, really just a ghost town now, and 
searched in all of the cemeteries close by, hoping to find the tombstone of this 
William Lewis May without success. 

A few days after we returned home, we went to Hitchcock and visited with Bud 
and Martha Driever and they gave us some old things to look through, one of which 
was a letter that Lizzie (May) Crail had written to Mattie (Mav) Driever which was 
written in March 1897 and included in the letter was a drawing of the tombstone of 
our Great Grandfather William "Lewis" May. The stone was of the best Marble, blue 
clouded, 6" thick, 12" wide, 3 and a half foot high, and has May written across the 
top and on the side W. L. May born March 8, 1826 died Nov. 25th 1894, aged 4fyrs. 
Bmos. i7da. "Qur Loved One Gone Before". 

The next summer we again went to Eureka and met with Helen Bradford, whom we 
had met the previous year at the Greenwood County Historical Society, and she took 
us to cemeteries that we had missed, the year before, and she kept insisting we go 
back to the Piedmont Cemetery and search again. It was late in the afternoon and 
the sun shining just right to see what we were looking for! May written across the 
top of a stone. We had found William Lewis Mays tombstone, at last. It is very 
weathered, but with a copy of the drawing, we were able to make all the information 
out and trace the letters with a lumbermans pencil and were able to get some good 
pictures. 

We have not been able to locate any land records, for William Lewis May, in 
Greenwood County, Kansas. The town of Piedmont is right on the Greenwood-Elk County 
line, and if William had any land in Elk County it would be hard to document, as the 
court house in Howard, Elk County has been destroyed by fire two or three different 
times. 

We thought this was the end of our research onthe May family as we had no 
idea who William’s parents were. How wrong we were! 

We had been corresponding with Mary Ellen Wilson of St. Louis, Missouri, on 
the Kildow-Clatfelter families, and she had been to Marshall, Clark Co., Illinois to 
the court house, and in going through the Estate Hoxes she came upon a box for a 
John May. She knew that Lovina Kildow had married a William Lewis May, and she took 
down some information from this box. She sent this information to us and we sent 
for copies of the entire Estate, which proves beyond a doubt that John May was the 
father of our William Lewis May. Included in the Estate Box was a copy of a note 
from a Leonard Groninger of Ross County, Ohio to George May, Sr., of Ross County for 
$259.06 and dated in 1834. Why should this be in Our John Mays Estate Box? 

We started corresponding with Caroline Whitten of Chillicothe, Ohio and with 
Cheryl Knowles of Conneaut, Ohio, both descendants of George May, Sr., and Barbara 
(VanGundy) May and with their help we proved that George and Barbara were the 
parents of our John May.

Silane hiac note from Leonard Groninger to George May, both of Ross County, 
Ohio that was in our John May’s estate box puzzled us. 

We knew that George and Barbara (VanGundy) May had a son Christopher but we 
couldn’t find any information on him at all. However one day while going through 
the 185@ Indiana Mortality Books, I ran across a Christopher May, born Ohio, age 45 
years and his 15 year old daughter, Elizabeth May, born Qhio, both of whom had died 
that year in Carroll County, Indiana, of small-pox. I made a mad dash to our 
Historical Society to search the 185¢@ Census and sure enough there was Christopher’s 
widow Barbara (Holman) May and children listed and a Adam VanGundy was living with 
them listed as a farm hand. By the 1868 Census we found that Barbara had married Adam 
VanGundy and they had three children. 

We wrote to the Director of the Carroll County Indiana Historical Society who 
gave us the name of Lura Been in Delphi, Indiana. We contacted Lura, who isa 
descendant of the May, VanGundy and Groninger families, and she has given us so much 
family information that we were able to document Major George May as the father of 
George and John May of Ross County, Ohio. Lura has spent many years researching her 
family lines. 

We contacted the Mifflin County Pennsylvania Historical Society and found that 
Jean Suloff the director of it is the wife of a Groninger-May descendant and she 
found many of the old records in Mifflin County that has really been a big help. 

Major James Waters who is a member of the Northumberland County, Pennsylvania 
Historical Society contacted us about our research on the May family and he gave us 
the information from "The Flickinger Family" that contains much May, Groninger 
information. 

The Leonard Groninger who gave the note to George May, Sr. of Ross Co., Ohio, was 
the son of Leonard Groninger and Barbara May, the daughter of Major George May!

order and repair--I Also further give and Bequeath to my said Wife all my Household 
and Kitchen furniture, My Stock of Creatures, and Implements of Husbandry of What 
kind or Nature to be by her possessed and Enjoyed during her Natural life as 
aforesaid giving her full liberty to Sell such parts thereof as may not be Useful to 
her, and that the monies arising therefrom Shall also be by her possessed and 
enjoyed by her as aforesaid Except such part thereof as may be Needful to the 
Discharge or Just Debts and funeral Expenses as aforesaid------ Thindiv.) i205 adiii 
and Order that my Executor hereinafternamed or the Survivor or them shall 
Immediately after the Decease of my said Wife Sell in the best Manner they can all 
that my plantation and Tract of Land aforesaid and for the best price they can get, 
And Also all such parts of my Personal Estate as my said Wife may have, and that the 
monies arising therefrom as Well as any Debts that may be Due to me at my Decease 
Shall be equally Divided among (and as Early as they can be Collected) paid to my 
Sons John, George, Henry, and Jacob, and the Children of my Daughter Eatherine, and 
my Daughters Eve, Barbara, Elizabeth, Susanna and Maria--that is to say the Children 
of my said Daughter Katherine as much as to one of my Children 
beforenamed---Fourthly I hereby give my full power and authority to my Executors or 
the Survivor of them to Execute or Deeds to the purchasor or purchasors of Lands 
to hold to them their Heirs and assigns forever--- And Lastly I hereby Nominate 
Constitute and appoint my Son John Dewolt and my Son in law Nicholas Crate Whole and 
Sole Executors of this my last Will and Testament hereby revoking & making Void all 
Other and former Wills by me made. Ratifying and Confirming this my Last Will and 
Testament.

Michael DeWalt the father of Katherine (DeWalt) May was born 1 Aug 1716 and died i 
Dec 1798 in Berks Co., PA, son of Abraham DeWalt and Anna Catherine who arrived in 
FA in 1726 and settled in Windsor Twp., Herks C., PA. Michael was naturalized in 
Philadelphia 4 Apr 1742. He married ca. 174@ Maria Barbara Schmidt, b. 9%? Oct 1719 
d. 4 Jan imi.

John May and Leonard Groninger were appointed the Administrators of the Estate of 
George May. On 2 May 1799 a citation from Edward McCartney, Deputy Register for 
Probate of Wills and Granting Letters of Administrations in and for Mifflin Co., FA, 
were issued to John May and Leonard Groninger, Administrators of George May, 
Deceased. They were to appear at the Registers Office, in the Borough of Lewistown, 
on the second Tuesday of May, Instant, to file their account of administration of 
the said estate & to bring with them all Papers & vouchers respecting the same and 
to be prepared to abide the decree of the Orphans Court respecting the settlement of 
Said estate, Herein Fail Not. Notation on the cover, "To be served on John May & 
Leonard Groninger, in Tuscararo. Served on John May Tuesday 3rd of May, 19 Miles.” 


9 September 1844 

To the Honorable the Judges ofthe orphans Court held at Lewistown for the county of 
Mifflin this 9th day of September Anno Domini 1888. The Petition of John May son of 
George May late of Millford Township in the County aforesaid dec’d most respectfully 
Sheweth That the said George May died intestate leaving issue besides your 
Petitioner a widow and ten children one thereof named George, one other thereof 
named Michael, one other thereof named Henry, one other thereof named David, one 
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ather thereof named Elizabeth intermarried with Vendal Grove, one other thereof 
named Catherine intermarried with Michael Grove, one other thereof named Barbara 
intermarried with Leonard Groninger, one other thereof named Mary intermarried with 
Clement Horrell, one other thereof named Susannah and the other named Sarah. That 
the said George May at the time of his death was seized of a Tract of Land in the 
Township and County aforesaid, containing one hundred and fifty acres. That your 
Petitioner is willing and desirous to hold and enjoy the Premises and Pay the 
respective shares of the other children of the said deceased in case the same cannot 
be divided to and amongest the Children of the said deceased or any member of them 
without injury to and spoiling the whole. Your Petitioner therefore Prays your 
Honor to award an Inquest to view the said Tract of Land and if they find that the 
same can be divided to and amongst the said children without Prejudice to and 
spoiling the whole then to make Partition thereof, but if they find that the same 
cannot be so divided then to value and appraise the same and make return of their 

to the next Orphans Court. And your Petitioner is in Duty bound Will Pray.

On 9th September 1881 the court appointed twelve Free and Lawful men to appraise 
this Parcel of Land, Robert Lyttle, Esq., James Rodman, John McKaughan, Thomas 
Henderson, Henry Taylor, John Lyttle, George Crane, John Henderson, Laurence King, 
Arthur Bell, David Bell, and Zachariah Fisher. These men found that the tract of 
Land could not be divided, without injury, between the heirs and they appraised it 
at Eight hundred and sixty four Pounds, one Shilling and three Pence, lawful money 
of Pennsylvania. 


9 September 18¢@1 

Petition of David May a minor under 14 years for a Guardian. 

Court of Common Pleas of Mifflin County now composing at Orphans Court at Lewistown 
in and for said County. The Petition of David May son of George May late of the 
County aforesaid dec’d Humbly sheweth that your Petitioner is a minor above the age 
of fourteen years That he has no guardian appointed to take care of his person & 
estate. He therefore Frays your honors to admit him to make choice of a Proper 
person for the aforesaid Furpose. And your Petitioner will pray.

Benjamin Kepner, of Millford Two., Mifflin County, PA was appointed Guardian for 
David and Susannah May on 17 September 1881. However in November 186, when he was 
summoned by the court to give an accounting of these children’s estate, he stated 
that to the best of his knowledge he had never been appointed their guardian nor had 
his father, Benjamin Kepner, been appointed guardian. 


On 38th April 1885 Taxes were levied on Leonard Groninger & Barbara his wife who 
Purchased the shares of George May, Michael May, Henry May, Clement Horrell & Mary 
his wife, as informed. Fee #2.19.

furniture provisions and other goods and chattels which I may have and leave thereon 
at the time of my decease during her natural life aforesaid and also one hundred 
dollars in money in case she shall have need of it. At the death of my said wife the 
real estate aforesaid and such part of the said personal property as there may 
remain wunconsumed and unexpended I hereby direct to be Sold at public sale to the 
highest bidder by my executor hereinafter named, the real estate to be Sold at one 
third part in hand another third part with interest in one vear and the ballance 
with interest at the end of two years. 

Item second. I give and devise my whole estate finally to my children, four Sons 
to wit, Strous May, George May, David May and Jacob May and four daughters or their 
heirs towit, the children of my daughter Sivila Archbold deceased, my daughter 
Susannah Markel wife of George Markel, Polly Hefner wife of Isaac Hefner, and my 
daughter Elizabeth Whip wife of Lewis Whip to each and every one of my said Children 
I give the equal one eighth part share and share alike, first Charging my four 
sons with three hundred (#1200) & with some other charges on my book against them 
and some of the daughters as advances made to them respectively by me toward their 
portions or shares in my estate. 

Item third. I do hereby nominate and appoint Daniel Kershner of the County of 
Ross aforesaid Executor of this my last will and testament hereby authorizing & 
empowering my Said Executor upon the sale of real estate deeds to purchasers to 
execute acknowledge and deliver in fee simple, hereby revoking all former Wills by 
me heretofore made testifying this and none other to be my last will and testament. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this Fifth day of June 
in the year of our Lord Eighteen hundred & fifty two.

At the time of his death John May was living with Thomas Leasure, who submitted a 
bill to the administrator of the estate, in the amount of £449.54 for nursing and 
taking care while in sickness and paying hired girl for nursing in the last days. 
Also for his boarding John’s horses. 

There is a doctor bill, dated Hallsville May 19, $1859, from Doctor W. C. 
Gildersleeve for medical service and medicine from January twenty seventh to 
February twenty eighth 1859 for five dollars and twenty five cents. 

John May had very little personal property at the time of his death, a writing desk, 
two trunks, a rocking chair, a clock, two silver watches, bed and bedding, a grey 
horse, saddle, a set of buggy harness and a buggy. 


Not a one of his children bought any of his personal property when it was sold. 
There were many notes owed to his estate mostly from his sons and from Jesse and 
Thom’s Leasure, Henry Bookwalter, Michael Metzler, William Barnhart, Robert Larrick, 
John C. May (this is believed to be the son of Strouse May). 


John May Jr. died before 3 June 1823 as on that date, John May, Jacob Bousher and 
John Patterson posted bond of two hundred and six dollars as securities on the goods 
and chattels of John May Jr. deceased. In the estate record is a bill dated 27 
April 1832 from a Dr. R. P. Simmons, of Cincinnati, Ohio, in the sum of $5.90, anda 
receipt which states that Dr. Simmons was paid on 27 April 1832 by Mr. John May) on 
account of his son John May decest the full amount due me which was five dollars. 
There is also another receipt dated 3 December 1822, Adelphi, Ohio, “Received of 
John May Sr. Administrator of the estate of John May Jr. deceased one Dollar and 
Seventy five cents in full of all claims. Signed by Barbara Reason (7)". The only 
estate that John May Jr. had was some vests and pantloons which his brother Strouse 
May bought, some boots, a big coat, a mans jacket, and some boot trees which John 
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Michel bought, a Sword, plume, a Roundabout that his father John May Sr. bought. 
There is a mans Sadel listed but does not show who bought it. This indicates that 
John May Jr. died quiet young and we do not know if he was married.

give and dispose of the same in the following manner, to wit, My will is that all my 
lawful debts be first paid--My will is that my two sons John & David shall have the 
use of the nete proceeds of my farms whereon I now reside as well the use of the 
buildings, together with the whole of my Stock, for and during three years after my 
decease, And all the hay and one third part of the grain now in the barn absolutely 
Reserving to my Dear wife Sevilla and my daughters Catharine & Sidney they being in 
common with my said Sons, during the said three years from any change-My will is 
that whatever new linnen or wollin cloth, wool and flax, that may be in the house at 
my decease, be and remain the property of my wife, I give and devise at the 
expiration of the said three years unto my wife the young Strawberry roan mare, to 
my Son John the bald horse, and to my son David the black mare--I give unto my wife, 
and each of my above named Sons and Daughters a fether bed, and beding--I give unto 
my wife two pots, Six pewter plates, & four dishes, together with the interest of 
five hundred pounds so long as She remains a Widow--My will is that all the 
ramaining part of my estate in Milford township aforesaid, both real and personal, 
be sold, at the expiration of the above mentioned three years, hereby impowering my 
two first hereinafter named executors to make free and indisputable titles, to the 
purchaser or purchasors of my real estate, to them their heirs and assigns--I give 
and devise the nete proceeds of my estate that is to be sold, when disposed of, unto 
my Sons and daughters, or the Survivors of them equally to be divided between them, 
But aS my will is that in the end my sons and daughters shall enjoy equal benefit in 
my estate. Therefore my son Jacob is to be charged when making the above dividends 
of my estate when sold, with one hundred and Sixty five pounds, my daughter Polly 
with eighty two pounds, my daughter Betsey with one hundred and nine pounds, and my 
daughter Susanna with twenty dollars--They having severally already received their 
respective Sums from me I give and devise unto my son John to his heirs and assigns 
his choice of the one half part of my Six hundred & Sixteen Acres of land more or 
less, which is Situate in the county of Lancaster & State of Ghio (7) which to be 
counted to him as five hundred dollars in part of his dividend. Item--I give and 
devise unto my son David his heirs or assigns all my tract of land Situate in Ross 
County State of Ohio containing three hundred Acres, which is to be counted to him 
at four hundred and fifty dollars, in part of his divident--My will is that my wife 
reside on this tract of land with my Son David, during her widow hood, he to keep 
and feed one horse and one cow for her.

John May Jr. was appointed the Administrator of his fathers Estate but on 31 Dec 
1863 he enlisted in Co. C., 62nd. IL Volunteers at Danville, IL. His enrollment 
papers list his age as 32yrs, born Ross Co., OH, farmer, black hair, black eyes, 
dark complexion, 5 ft. 11, his residence is given as Anderson, Clark Co., IL. He 
died at the Fost Hospital at Pine Bluff, AR of Reunittent Fever. 
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A letter from the Director of the National Cemeteries, dated March 27, 1981 states 
that the Roll of Honor, Volume 1-8, lists John May as being originally interred at 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas. "These graves, if marked at all, were designated by wooden 
headboards with the name, rank, and any other identifying data painted thereon. 
Many of these headboards deteriorated through exposure with the result that when the 
remains were later disinterred and reinterred in a national cemetery, identification 
could not be established and the graves were marked as unknowns. 

Interments in the Little Rock National Cemetery included the remains of Union 
soldiers who died in Little Rock, as well as the remains removed from Pine Bluff in 
Prairie County and from various places within a radius of one hundred miles from 
Little Rock. In his report for 1869, Brevet Major General Lorenzo Thomas, Inspector 
of National Cemeteries, disclosed that a total of 5,489 interments had been made in 
the Little Rock National Cemetery. Of this number, 2,233 interments were of 
decedents whose identity could not be determined. Therefore, the remains of John 
May appear to be interred as an unknown in this cemetery.”

On 19 Sep 1872 John M. Archer was appointed the guardian of the four children of 
John & Martha Jane (Archer) May, that he has had the four children since 4 Mar i871 
and that their mother has abandonded the children and that the pension should be 
paid to said children.

He should live on it, 
and support his family and himself honestly. Her children should get it after her 
death. 

Catharina should get the other half of the quarter, 1 cow, and 1 calf. If she 
gets married, it should be handled like in Esters case. 

After Mother’s death should Catharina have a right on the chamber before her 
home as long as it is just and fair. The remaining estate should be sold and for 
the money out of this, legl debts, if there are any, should be paid. That money 
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left over, should be divided as follows: One third for the widi (widow) and the 
other in 3 equal parts, one to each child. 

There should be elected 2 men to divide everything so that everybody gets what he 
should get. T elect Hannes Bernhard’s son and Mannes Gundi, the alder one. That 
above, my will, is certified by my hand and seal by witnesses.

Peter and Barbara (May) Betzer moved to Wyandot Co., OH, in 1835. Barbara named two 
of her grandsons, Martin L. Betzer and Harlan F. Betzer, sons of John Betzer, in her 
will. 

Tillman Zellner was appointed Administrator of her estate, which was valued at 
$2,490.90, 

J. E. Eyestone and G. W. Biles paid sureties. 


Christopher May moved to Carroll Co., IN before 1858, the exact date unknown. He 
paid taxes in 1845 in Rockcreek Township, Carroll Co., IN. He and daughter 
Elizabeth A. May both died of small-pox in April 185¢@ (185@ Indiana Mortality Hook). 
There is an Estate record for Christopher May in Ross Co., OH however it has been 
mis-filed and cannot be located. The file jacket is there but nothing in it! 
Christopher sold his land in Ross Co., GH on Dec 7, 1848. He bought this land from 
his father on 23 Apr 1822, located in Section 22 Range 21. 


George May Jr. wrote his will 3S Jan 1857, witnesses were A. L. Whitehall and David 
Bookwalter both brother-in-laws of George. A. L. Whitehall being married to Sarah 
VanGundy and David Bookwalter married to Susannah VanGundy sisters of Elizabeth

The Estate record for George May contains 32 pages, much too long to include here. 
Some of his personal property was as follows: 


Sofa--One Bureau & Glass--3 Rocking chairs--Six Common Seat Chairs--Six Windsor 
Chairs--One Centre table--One parlor stove and Pipe--An eight day clock--One Saver & 
Glass-—Two candlesticks--One wooden chest--One parlor lamp--Several beds and 
bedding--One grey mare. 


The Widow May took following articles: 


One Bureau & Glass--three rocking chairs--Six cane seat chairs--6 Windsor 
chairs--One Centre table--One Parlor Stove & Pipe--One eight day cloeck—-=2 
Candlesticks--One wooden chest--One sad iron-- and two bedsteads and bedding. 


The inventory on the above articles was made 2@ March 1857. On 26 day of April 
1858 George Manlove and John Monroe appraised the articles in the “May House" a 
hotel or rooming house that George May owned, along with his brother-in-law A.L. 
Whitehall. This "May House" contained 49 rooms, and all 9 rooms of furtniture was 
included in this appraisal. After the estate was settled and all accounts paid, 
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there was only Seventy one dollars and sixty seven cents left for the widow.

In 1852 the house now known as the St. Charles was built by May & Whitehall, and was 
opened by Jasper Eldridge, under the name of Eldridge House. He was succeeded by 
Mr. May, and the name changed to May House. (This was in the town of Attica, 
Fountain County, Indiana) 


In July 1882 Francis and Sarah May made a “Trust Deed" to Reuben Betzer, former 
brother-in-law of Francis. This Trust Deed gives all the property to Sarah and her 
daughters if Francis died first, and if Sarah died first her daughters still got all 
the property and #29¢.08 each, then what was left over would go to Francis’ 
daughters, Susannah Smith, Maggie Goode and Emily Reed. Evidently William Harvey 
May and David May had died before the date of this “Trust Deed" in 1882. 


Francis May was alive on 15 Jan 1884 as on that date, Sarah A. May & husband gave a 
Quit Claim Deed to his granddaughter Lovelle E. (May) Thompson, et al, the daughter 
of William Harvey May and Leah (Holman) May, for a lot in Decatur, recorded in Book 
| 93, page 694. On Jan 9, 1884 he also gave a Quit Claim Deed to this same lot to 
| Rosa Belle (May) Gildersleeve another daughter of William Harvey & Leah (Holman) 
| May. There was another daughter of William & Leah May, Maggie or Magnetta May who 
married ist in Ross Co., GH to William Gilbert, md 2nd C. N. Niles.

Strouse May moved to Mercer Co., OH before the 1868 census, however he is not listed 
on the census of that year, But his wife Mary and daughter Isabell and son Harvey 
are living with Fhilip Strouse in Liberty Township, Mercer Co. Son Elias May and 
family also living in same area. In the 1878 census Strouse & family are listed as 
living in Liberty Township and also son Elias and family. In the 1888 census Elias 
May and family are living in Black Creek Township and a married son is also living 


iff Same area. 


Strouse May must have died about the 12 May 1875 as in with his estate record is a 
bill from a J. F. Dysert listing various articles that had been charged at his store 
and on 2 May 1875 there is .25 cents for a Plug of Tobacco. On i3 May 1875 there is 
3 yds. Shrouding, at 28 cents a yard, #1.58, 1 Pr. Drawers .75 cents, 1 Fr. Socks 
.48 cents, 1 Pr. Gloves .25 cents and i Ribbon .25 cents. 

Strouse had the South West Quarter of the North West Quarter of Section Two (2) 
Township five (5) South Range one (1) East containing thirty-Nine & 59/188 acres of 
land. This land was sold at public auction on 8 Feb 1879. 


Elias May was appointed the Administrator of his fathers estate, however Wm. Morrow 
was appointed the Administrator De Bonas Non, date unknown. Elias N. May is not 
listed in the final settlement, when the rest of the children recieve their share of 
their fathers estate.

In 1788 Lanheart (Leonard) Groninger married SHarbara, daughter of Major George May, 
and located near Deerstown, Northumberland County, now Union County. In 1796 after 
the birth of Elizabeth, their first-born, they moved to a little house on the bank 
of Tuscarora Creek, near her father’s double log house. Jacob Groninger was born 
here March 1, 1797. After the death of Major George May in 1798, John May, his son, 
and Lenheart arranged to exchange their homes. John May went to the little house at 
the Creek and Lenheart and Barbara began to occupy the double log house and assumed 
all obligations to the other heirs 
In 1822 Lenheart and Barbara replaced the double log house in which most of their 
children had been born, by the erection of the large stone mansion, that after the 
lapse of a century, is still occupied by a branch of the Groninger family.

In 18232, after Leonard’s death, Jacob Groninger built a smaller house, near this big 
house, for his Mother, Barbara (May) Groninger to live in. Hoth of these homes are 
still standing in 1985 Groninger’s live in both houses.)

Col. George May had come to the Tuscarora Valley and brought land known as the 
Armstrong Grant along the Tuscarora Creek shortly after the war. Lec nard and 
Barbara followed him to the Valley and built a cabin adjacent to Ais in Turbett 


Township. This was Fart of Cumberland County at that time, later it was part of 
Mifflin County, and still later became Juniata County.

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Rev. George Weis founded German Reformed Church in union with the Lutherans April 
12th, 1814, but it wasn’t until July Grd, i816 that the first log church was built 
and named Salem. The present site 1 and 1/2 acre was bought from Martin and Barbara 
Zimmerman for $12.88 for a church, school and burial ground. The present ouilding 
was Duilt in 1855. Thirty ministers have served this country church, the present 
being the Rev. C. E. Bateson. 


This church was one of two White Churches in the neighborhood known as Salem 
Reformed. The Cumberland Fresbyterian Church was not active for long; the building 
was sold and moved to Hallisville. The oresent Church is now the Salem White Church, 
non-denominational.

The VanGundy Birth Flace: Although much research has been done on the problem, no 

one can state definitely just where Feter VanGundy (no.i) was Born, it is thought he 

was born in Switzerland. Several of his descendants have stated in letters that 

they have copies of birth certificates for Peter Gundy, but these people are all 


dead now, and the birth certificates have never been found. 
However it would have been easy enough for anyone to have obtained a birth 
certificate for a Peter VanGundy (Vanguten) in Switzerland. There are many Feter 
VanGutens born in the village of Gunten, Sigriswill Frovince, Canton Serne, 
Switzerland. There were also many Christians and Johns (Hans) among the names in 
this village. Some of the families from this village, in migrating to Germany, 
France, or Holland used the form name of "“Gundi" or “Gunde”. 
There are also Gundy families who have come to America from Altkirch, Alsace: thi: 
is now France. It is believed by some that the Gundys were apart of the 
Germanictribe who roamed over Europe in the dark ages and during the life of Christ 
and eventually formed the Dukedom of Burgundy. It is quite possible that some of 
these Burgundians founded the village of Gunten in Sigriswill, Canton Berne. 
Peter VanGundy was undoubtedly from Sunten, he probably came to America from 
Holland, but how long ne lived in Holland is unknown. It is doubtful wether th 
VanGundys intermarried a the Dutch, in Pennsylvania the family seems to be 
surrounded by other Swiss families.

Francis May. one of the influential citizens of Harp township, was Born July 19, 
1835 , in Ross County, Ohio. He is the son of David May, who was bor in the same 
county about 1799. His mother, Sarah (Hickle) May, a native of the same county, was 
born in 1814 and died September 29, 1874. David May was a son of John May, a native 
of Pennsylvania, whose ancestors originally came from Germany. John May, the 
grandfather of Francis May, moved to Ohio and was a farmer ¥Y occupation. He 
improved two farms, engaged extensively in agricultural oursuits and became well to 
do. He and his wife reared a family of two girls and five boys, of whom David May, 
father of the subject of this sketch, was one. John May was an old-line Whig, and 
took an active part in politics. He was a good citizen and a sincerely religious 
man. He died in Ross county, at the age of eighty-three yvears. 


David May, father of our subject, gained his aducation in his native 


state, Ohia, in 
one of the old log school houses of that day. After attaining manhocd AS became a 
farmer anc owned one hundred and twenty acres of choice farm land in Ross county. 
In i885 he sold his property and with his family, by team and wagon, made the 


m 
overland trip to DeWitt county and bought one hundred acres of land in Clinto 
township. He improved the land and lived there four years, and then moved to Wil 
township upon a rented farm, where he lived until 18623, when he then took uo 
residence in Harp township, on the farm he had purchased. There he made his home

till his death, February 14, 1898, at the age of eighty-four years. Though not 
among the B@arliest settlers of the Eee he did good pioneer service and deserves 
a cae in the history 4 the pioneers. In religious belief he was a Lutheran and 
in politics a Whig and Republican. To him and his wife were born eight children, of 
whom bent is the oldest. His brothers and sisters are Miranda, wife of Isiah 
Davenport, who res oe in Texas. Mr. Davenport was a soldier in Company A, 
Thirty-third Volunteer Infantry, of Illinois, and was in the service four years. 
Margaret marriec cease Morrison; he is dead and she resides in Clintonia townshig, 
DeWitt county. Jacob, who enlisted in Company &, One Hundred Seventh Volunteer 
Infantry, of Illinois, lives in Clinton. Susan, who manenes Enoch Betzer, is 4 
wicgow and lives in Nebraska. Henr ry resides in Nebraska Cyrus lives on his 
father’s old farm in Harp townshio; Elsina married Ses Newell and lives in 
Berit township. 
Francis May received hi 
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Jacob May. The citizen-soldiers of the late Civil War who saved the Union from 
destruction during those “times that tried men’s souls,” and have since been a 
prominent element in promoting the progress and growth of the county, are well 
represented in DeWitt County, and among them is Jacob May. During the quarter of a 
century that has intervened since the last battle was fought that ended the terrible 
stife between the North and South, he has devoted himself successfully to farming 
and stock-raising and is the proprietor of one of the finest farms in all Harp 
Township. 

| Mr. May was born in Ross County, Ohio, March 5, 1848. His father, David May, was a 
native of the same county where he was born in one of its early pioneer homes in 
Boos He was a son of John May, a native of Pennsylvania, and one of the early 
settlers of Ross County. His ancestors were originally from Germany. He was 3 
farmer by occupation and after his removal to Ohio he improved two farms and engaged 
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quite extensively in agricultural pursuits and became quite well-ta-de. He died in 
. 


Ross County at the venerable age of sighty-three vears. He wa a sincerely 
religious man, and was a goad citizen, interesting himself in politics and taking 
sides with the old-line Whigs. He and his good wife reared a family of five bovs 
and two girls. 
The father of our subject was reared in the State of his nativity and gained his 
education in the rimitive log schoolhouses of early times. He became a farmer 
after attaining manhood and owned one hundred and twenty acres of choice land in 
Ross County. In 1855 he came to Illinois with a team, camping and cooking his food 
dy the wayside at noon and night. He settled first in Clinton, DeWitt County, and 
was engaged in farming there till he bought one ea acres of land on section 18, 
Harp Township. He entered upon its improvement but four vears later he removed from 
town to a rented farm in Wilson Township. He lived dade fili 1863 and then took us 
is residence on the farm he had previousluy purchased on section 18, Harp Townshio, 
making his home there till he closed his eyes in death, February 4, i888, at the 
venerable age of sighty-four vears. ets not among the earliast settlers of the 
county he did good pioneer service and deserves honorable mentin in the history of 
1tS pioneers. He was a Lutheran in his ma on belief and in early life a Whig, 
and later became a Republican in eKYS political views. 
The mother of our subject Sarah (Hickle) May, is Supposed to have Seen a native of 
Fennsyivania. She was born in i814 and died September 29, i574. Eight children 
were born of her wedded life all of whom are living: Frank, Miranda (Mrs. 
Davenport), Margaret (Mrs. Morrison), Jacob, Susan iMrs. Betzer), Henry, Cyrus, and 
Elizina ‘Mrs. Newell). The mother was a faithful Christian and was a Lutheran in 
her religious life. 
Jacob May passed the early years of Ais life in Ress County and obtained Ais 
education in the district schools that were taught in rude log school houses, tne 
first one which he attended being furnishec with puncheon benches. He worked on Ais 
father’s farm when a boy and gained a clear insight inte the best methods of 
conducting agriculture. When the war broke out he was in the opening vears of a 
Yigorious manhood, and on the 22d August, 1862, he volunteered to Asio save the 
honor of the flag, Sniisting on that date in Company B. One Hundred and Seventh 
Tilinois Infantry. He was mustered in at Camp Butler, and went to Louisville, Ey., 
where he and his comrades were stationed to guard railways most of the time for 
about seven months. His regiment was subsequentiy sent from that State with Sherman 
on his campaign to the sea. In fhe spring of i862 our subject was detached to ga 
With the engineer battalion whose business was =o orepare roads and bridges for tne 
Twenty-third Coros. He was thus emploved till the spring of i865 and was present at 
the battles of Franklin, Nashville and Atlanta, and in all the engagements from that 
city to the sea. He was musted out June 21, 1865, at Salisbury, N. €., But was not 
dischared till his arrival at Springfield, I11. His military record proved him to 
have been faithful and efficient in the cischarge® of his duties and to Aave 
displayed other fine soldieriy qualities that won him an honerabie name among Ais 
fellow-soldiers and with his superior officers. 
Mr. May had came to Illinois in 1855 with his father and after the war he settied 
down to farming. He rented land for two years and after marriage operated one 
hundred and sixteen acres of choce land on section 18, Harp Township, which belonged 
to his wife and eighty acres on sections 7 and 14, and twenty acres on section 28, 
the same township, making in all two hundred and sixteen acres of valuable farming 
land. He farmed quite extensively at one time, raising many horses, cattle and 
hogs, but the handsome competence that he has acquired prevents the necessity of 
hard labor and is now taking life more easily. His farm is under a good state of 
cultivation and is well improved, being amply supplied with neat and substantial 
buildings and everything necessary to make it most desirable farm. He ouilt Ais 
present fine two story frame residence in 1878. The grounds about it are prettily 
arranged with flower beds and are the most tastefully laid out of any in the 


LOWnSAIip. 

Mr. May is a man of simple, unostentatious character, whose kind heart and obliging 
manners have endeared him to the community where so many vears of Ais life have been 
passed. He is a thoroughly good citizen, alive to the best interests quota towards

Frank R. Goode was the only child born unto his parents. He acquired his education 
in the public schools and when fourteen years of age he los t his father. He entered 
upon his business career as aclerk and at first received no salary, gaining, 


however, experience concerning mercantile methods. The first money he received far 
his services was eight dollars per month, and gradually his wages were increased 
until he had reached the age of sixteen years. He then worked upon the road as a 
traveling salesman for the Wichita Froduce Company of Wichita, Kansas, being 
associated with that house until nineteen years of age. He then took charge of the 
wholesale house at Hennessey, Oklahoma, owned by the M. T. Gillock Milling Company, 
the territory extending through Qklahoma and with headquarters at Hennessey. Mice 
Goode spent altogether sixteen vears in Kansas anc Oklahoma, remaing in the west 
from 1888 until 1896. In the latter vear he came to Decatur and entered the emoloy 
of the F. B. Tait Manufacturing Company for the purpose of selling a windmill 
patent. In September, 1897, he engaged in the patent business on Ais own account 
opening an office in Decatur exclusively for the sale of patents. In 1897 he

He is well known in 
connection with industrial and manufacturing interests throughout this portion of

The tombstone of William Lewis May is still standing in the little cametery at 
Piedmont, Greenwood County, Kansas. The inscription is s0 weathered that you can 
hardly make the writting out. This little cemetery, located right on the Greenweod, 
Elk County line, is in a beautiful wooded country side and is well maintained. After 
making two trips to this area, in search of this tombstone, and seeing the lovely 
rolling hills covered with trees, and small streams one wonders why our May family 


ever left Kansas and moved to Oklahoma. 


The parents of Emma (Voth) May were Jacob Abraham Voth and Christina Caroline 
Berreth. 

Jacob Abraham Voth was born 4 March 1872 in the Crimea area of South Russia and died

Dear Winifred, 

In answer to your letter about our family history, I’l tell you what little I 
knew. Grandmother Toney said Three brothers came over from Ireland in the 178, 
They split up and settled in different locations. We are decended from the one who 
settled in the South. My Great Grandfather Nesbitts lived in N. Carolina. I don’t 
know the town. They had two or three boys and one daughter, my grandmother Mary, 
sometimes called Mollie. They lost most of their money during the civil war, and 
moved to Indiana. Mary married John Toney, who was a widower with one daughter, 
Aunt Lara. They lived on a farm close to Bedford, Ind. They had five children, 
Claud, Jessie, Emmette, Mabel & Grace. They later moved to La Flace, Ill, where 
they both died and are buried in the La Place Cemetery. 

Dad’s parents moved to Macon county, Ill in 1865 from Ross county, Ohio. They 
lived about 3 miles north of Decatur. The old home was still there when we moved to 
Indianapolis. They had four son’s William, David, Carey Lincoln (my Dad). They all 
lived & died around and in Decatur except Joe who moved to Marshall, Texas & Elvie 
who married and lived in Louisana. 

Uncle William who was the oldest died about 193 (?). I have an old newspaper 
article about his death saying his wife Carrie died in Oct 1923 & I know he lived 
Several years after that. He was an active Republican & served on the board of 
supervisors for many years. He was 82 when he died. 

Now I know this isn’t much to go on, but I should have written down dates & names 
when mother used to talk about them, but I didn’t & now I can’t remember. I have 
the old scrapbooks of Mother’s which has a whole page of articles about the Holman 
family. I'm sure you’d enjoy reading it, so you’ll just have to visit me. I‘m 
sending you a small picture of Grandma Toney. I had this one enlarged and framed. 
I love it. I think she’s so beautiful & I wish I looked a little like but, but no I 
don't.

Mr. and Mrs. I. Davenport: 


Back in June, 1884, this county acquired a citizen from Piatt County, Illinois. As 
one of the pioneer farmers and cattlemen of Wilbarger County, he acted the part of a 
good citizen toward developing this western country. His name was I. Davenport. 
Mr. Davenport died July 26, 1993. Surviving him at his death were his wife and five 
children, four boys and one daughter. They are: D. H. "Dave" Davenpont 765. Gasaisoig 
Davenport, G. H. "George" Davenport, S. I. "Steve" Davenport, andMrs. J. L. 
"Carrie" Littlefield. 

In the early days of this county, Mr. Davenport served the county two terms as a 
commissioner for Precinct No. 2. In 1886, which was a year for the general 
elelction, the voting place was at the home of Mr. Davenport, six miles west of 
Vernon, and a record shows the following voters participated: George Von Emans, D. 
H. Reece, J. W. Black, Christian Streit, Fred Streit, Christian Krebbs, Rudolph 
Hoffman, M. L. Hutchison, Jim Beard, W. £. Beard, G. W. Mears, F. M. Duckworth, 
George Huschmann, S. C. Russell, J. W. Smith, I. Davenport, J. L. Kirkwood, George 
Kempf, J. M. Morgan, W. C. Jordan, L. A. Rodgers, J. R. Rodgers, George Upfold, R. 
D. Rector, Jay Probasco, A. J. Haney, G. W. Creed, E. A. Upfold, George Probasco and 
Elijah Lowe. 

Some of the trials, trouble, joys and tribulations the Davenport family endured when 
they first settled in Wilbarger County are told in an interesting style by one of 
the sons of the family, S. C. Davenport. He writes: "In June, 1884, my father came 
to Wilbarger County and filed on two sections of land, six miles southwest of 
Vernon. The following winter we moved from Deland, Piatt County, Illinois. 

"At that time Wichita Falls was the nearest railroad point--with no town between 
there and Vernon. The old Mobeetie freight road ran from there and the stopping 
places were stage stands, where the U.S. mail drivers changed horses. One north of 
Towa Park was called Toksana and one east of Harrold, Cottonwood Stage Stand. These 
stands were dug-outs, with corrals for the freighters to use while camping. 
"Wilbarger County was then a vast prairie--in fact there were only two or three 
houses in sight from Wichita Falls to Vernon. The country did not settle much until 
after the railroad was built in ‘84, Vernon was very small: two general stores, a 
drug store and four saloons. 

"My father began preparations for farming and stock raising at once. While our home 
was built and the place improved, we lived in a half dug-out on Paradise Creek. 
Most of the land was plowed and cultivated with ox teams. The same were used for 
freighting, hauling wood and all kinds of transportation. 

"Farming proved to be rather hard for a few years--on account of drought, prairie 
dogs and range cattle. Being close to the old cattle trail, at times a trail herd 
would stampede and ruin a small crop almost as quickly as a Wilbarger sand storm. 
During the drought of ‘86 and ‘87, Wilbarger settlers had a hard time getting food 
and clothing. Men freighted, hauled bones, or worked on the railroad under 
construction. 

"My father and I went to Fort Sill to work for the government among the Indians 
(They were teaching the Comanche Indians how to farm). It took us five days to make 
the trip with oxen. After being stuck in the mud of the Red River for several 
hours, some of Waggoner’s cowboys came along and pulled us out with their ponies and 
lariats. When we arrived at Wolf Creek, we found Lon Byars and Ed Bennett with 
their fathers, there for the same purpose--to make a little ‘chuck money. ° 

"After about eighteen months’ drought and no feed nor grass for cattle, we fed 
prickly pears--after burning off the thorns. Thousands of prairie dogs starved to 
death that winter. 

"In ‘85 the Fourth of July picnic was held in the school yard, with a big basket 
dinner. Cowboys, ranchmen, nesters, saloon men and Indians attended. Such sports 
as sack race, potato race, climbing a greased pole and horse races were given. Ed 
McHugh, our present county auditor, won the potato race.

"On Christmas the same year, a Christmas tree was held in an empty store building on 
the northwest corner of the square. Everyone sat on the counters down each side of 
the room. The tree was plentifully supplied with red bandanas for the men and 
shawls for the women. Judge Orr officiated as ‘Santa Claus.’ When the performance 
was nearly over a band of cowboys began to ride around the building and shoot. The 
sheriff and some Rangers made for the door, but got out too late to catch the 
offenders. In those days that was their way of leaving town, but it broke up the 
Christmas tree. 

"The first churches were held in one-room school houses on the public school site 
across the street from the present Baptist Church. All demoninations held sessions 
in the same building. 

"Game was plentiful at that time. The prairies were covered with antelope, deer, 
wild turkeys, wild chickens and quail. Fruit was very scarce--wild plums and pie 
melons being our only varieties. 

"Though there were wild horses and coyotes in great numbers, we found only the bones 
of the buffalo here. Huge piles of these were over all the western country. Some 
people made their living by gathering these from over the plains and shipping them. 
Great trains af wagons could be seen on the freight road from Mobeetie to Wichita 
Falls. Here the loads were shipped to northern points to be made into fertilizer. 
The advantage in numbers was in helping each other across the rivers, as there were 
no bridges then. Each team would consist of six or eight volk of oxen, or about 
that many spans of mules. Qn the return, these wagons would take back supplies for 
Mobeetie, Clarendon or several ranches farther west."

We are taking the liberty of reporting a record of what we 
believe to be the parents, brothers and sisters of our David May of Mirflin 
zounty, Pennsylvania. Through the research efforts of Mrs. *lorence LaRue 
(Barth) May of Midwest City, Oklahoma, Mrs. Jean Suloff of Lewistown, 
Pennsylvania and others, including our own research, we feel reasonably 


certain that one George May or Derrstown, Northunberland County, Pennsylvania 
is the ancestor of our David May. 


Mrs. Florence May's genealogy entitled "George May of Bulfalo 
Valley, Pennsylvania and His Descendants" published in 1985 contains copies 
of many court records and historic bibliographies that tend to substantiate 
the premise that George May is the father of our David. That together with 
the apparent handing down of family given names and the fact that they oe 
lived in a common locality, lead us to believe we are safe in saying we yy 
have found the ancestor we have long sought to find. a

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George May, born, place unknown, ca. 1730; married ist, Katherine DeWalt, 
daughter of Michael and Maria Barbara (Schmidt) DeWalt, born in Pa. 
ca. 1742. Katherine's parents came from Medard, Germany and arrived in 
Philadelphia in 1736. Katherine died ca. 1793. George married 2nd, ca. 
1795, Mary Miller, wife of Theobald Miller deceased. 


George May was a pioneer settler in the southwest part otf North- 
umberland County, Pa., and an innkeeper and farmer at Derrstown (Lewis- 
burg), Pa. He enlisted and served as Major in the Continental Army, 
taking two companies for service in the army of General Washington and 
was With him at Valley Forge in 1777. 


For an example of early pioneer life in Buffalo Valley, Pa., we 
cite an incident involving George May, Jr.'s father-in-law Christian 
VanGundy as set forth in the "Annals of Buffalo Valley, Pennsylvania 
1755-1855" by John Blair Lynn, 1877: 


"1779 -- In May, John Sample and wife were killed. The inhabitants had 
mostly left the valley. The militia were out, under Colonel Kelly. -- 
William Lyon's letter, May 13. This marauding party consisted of from 
fifteen to seventeen Indians. Christian VanGundy, senior, was one of 

a party, with Henry Vandyke, who went up to bring these old people 
away. (They lived on a farm lately owned by Abram Leib, near Ramsay's 
old school-house in White Deer, where their graves may still be seen.) 
VanGundy was a sergeant, and had six in his party. Six more were to 
follow them the next day. After VanGundy got there, he had slabs put 
up against the door, and water carried upon the loft. After dark an 
Indian came around the house, barking like a dog, and rubbing against 
the door, They paid no attention, but lay down, and slept until about 
three, A. M., when VanGundy got up, and lighted a fire. The Indians then 
surrounded the house and mounting a log on their shoulders, tried to 
beat in the door. An Indian then came arou nd behind the house and set 
it on fire. VanGundy mounted the loft, knocked off some of the roof, 
and put out the fire. In this encounter he was struck on the leg by a 
spent ball, which marked him for some time. When daylight came they 
put it to vote, whether they should remain in the house or try to get 
off. Two voted to stay, four to go. On opening the door they found 

an Indian chief lying dead in front of it. VanGundy took the Indian's 
rifle and Vandyke, his powder horn, (which was still in the possession 
of John Vandyke, in Illinois, some years ago. ) The Indians came on 
suddenly, with loud yells, and the men separated. VanGundy, with his 
two guns, took into a ravine, and tried to get the old people to fol- 
low him. They retused, and followed the young folks, one of whom, 

Adam Ranch used to say, was their son. VanGundy said he soon heard 
several shots. These killed the old people, who were scalped and left lie." 


After the death of his 1st wife at the close of the Revolution, 
George sold his farm and received for it $7,000 in Continental money, which 
at first (in 1775) was worth its face value, but soon fell to $40 of it for 
one of gold. He then moved to Cumberland County (now Turbett Twp., Juniata 
| County), Pennsylvania where in 1794, he purchased the James Armstrong tract 
| (150 acres) from Kobert Taylor for $4,000. On this property he built a 
double log house near the bank of Tuscarora Creek, where he died in 1798. 
He was buried in Kilmer Cemetery in Turbett Twp., south of Port Royal, 
Juniata County, Pennsylvania. 


Following his death, his 2nd wife Mary married Conrad Minich. She 


died in Northumberland County, Pennsylvania ca. 1801. 


Children by 1st wife: 


1. 


Elizabeth May, born in Pa., date unknown: married in Beaver, 


Northumberland County, Pa., date unknown, Vendal/ Wendell Grove, 
born place unknown, ca. 1750. He was a carpenter by trade but 
principally a farmer by occupation. He was a native of Northumber- 
land County, living near Derrstown, Pennsylvania. He served in the 
Revolutionary War. His name appeared on the 1776 roll of Captain 


John Clarke's Company. An historical description of the Company 
follows: 


“Company No, 1 - Captain, John Clarke; First Lieutenant, 
Henry Pontius; Second Lieutenant, James Moore; Imsign, 
Patrick Watson. 


"Four sergeants, four corporals, one drummer, one fiter, 
and forty-six privates, certified by me this 26th day oi 
September, 1776, 


John Clarke, Captain." 


The roll contained Wendell Grove's name. 


Klizabeth and Wendell had 2 boys and 3 girls. She died in 
Pennsylvania, exact date unknown. 


Wendell married 2nd, date and place unknown, Jane Coon of Juniata 
County, Pa., daughter of Andrew and Catherine Koon/Coon, date and 
place of birth unknown. They had 6 boys and 2 girls. Between the 
birth of their second and third child, they moved to their new 
home in the wilderness, settling in Austintown Township, Mahoning 
County, Ohio where he purchased about two hundred acres of land 
at $1.25 an acre. About two years prior to his moving to Ohio 
with his family, he went and cleared a piece of land and made 
other preparations for moving. He arrived at his new home on 

3 April 1800. There were no neighbors nearer than five miles 

and wild animals were numerous and oftem troublesome. He was 

a great hunter as well as a hard working farmer. He died in 
Mahoning County, Ohio on 19 December 1849, at the age of 99 years 
and 6 months, His 2nd wife Jane survived him until 27 March 1857. 
Both were members of the Lutheran Church, 


Wendell Grove willed all of his estate to his children by his 
first wife Hlizabeth or their heirs, leaving nothing to his 
second Wife Jane nor to his children by her. He stated in his 
will: "6th, By reason of the unnatural manner in which my 
children by my second wife have treated me, I decline to leave 
any part of my estate." The will was contested, however, and 
children by his second wife got at least part o1 the estate. 


2. Catherine May, born in Pa., date unknown; married Michael Grove, 
born place unknown, ca. 1757. He was a brother of Wendell Grove 
who married Catherine's sister Elizabeth. According to a depos- 
ition filed by his daughter, Michael served in the Revolutionary 
War from the commencement to the close of the war and that he had 
tought in the battles ot Brandywine and Red Bank Ford. Michael 
and Barbara tarmed in Buffalo Township, Union County, Pa. near 
Mifflinburg and reared one boy and two girls. The date of her 
death is unknown. He died in Nippenose, Pa. in September 1827, 
and was buried in the Dreisbach Cemetery, Union County, Pa. 


A rather vivid description ol Michael Grove's war experience 
is contained in the Annals of Buffalo Valley, by John Blair Linn - 
1877. which relates a narrative by Van @ampen in which he said: 


"in the summer of 1781 [this was probably the summer of 1780], 
a man was taken prisoner, in Buffalo Valley, and made his escape. 
He reported there were about three hundred Indians on the Sinne- 
mahoning. I was then a lieutenant in Captain Robinson's company. 
Colonel Hunter selected a company of five to reconnoitre. Captain 
Campbell, Peter and Michael Grove, Lieutenant Cramer, and myself. 
We took with us three days' provision, and went up the West Branch, 
with much caution and care. We reached the Sinnemahoning, but 
found no tracks. A little below it we discovered a smoke, and that 
there was a large party of them. 

"As soon as it was dark we now primed our rifles, sharpened 
our flints, and examined our tomahawk handles; and, all being ready, 
we waited with great impatience until they all lay down. The night 
was warm, and as we advanced upon them in the utmost silence, rifle 
in one hand, tomahawk in the other, we found some of them rolled 
in their blankets, a rod or two from the fire. Having got among 
them, we first handled our tomahawks. They arose like a dark 
cloud. We now fired on them and raised the war-yell. They took 
to flight in the utmost confusion. We remained masters of the 
ground and of all their plunder. It was a party of twenty-five 
or thirty, which had been down as low as Penn's creek, and had 
killed and scalped two or three families. We found several 

‘scalps of different ages, and a large quantity of domestic cloth, 
which we took to Northumberland, and distributed among the dis- 
tressed who had escaped the tomahawk." 


During Michael's last illness his own account of the attack 
upon the Indians was related as follows: 


"Before they commenced the attack, an old Indian annoyed 
them very much. He was troubled with a severe cough, and tre- 
quently rose up, and looked carefully around, seeming to antici- 
pate danger. At length the old man fell asleep, and they com- 
menced creeping up, intending to use their tomahawks iirst. One 
of them, unexpectedly, crawled over an Indian, who lay some dis- 
tance from the rest, and the old man rose up at this moment. 
Michael, with a power:ul blow with his hatchet, clove the old 
man's skull, and, striking it into the back of another, could 
not withdraw it, when the Indian drew him over the bank into the 
creek, where, however, he succeeded in killing him. Some ol the 
Indians got on the other side ot the creck, and commenced firing, 
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and they had to retire. They waded down the creek, taking to 
the hills, and, thence over to the Bald Hagle ridge." 


An acquaintance of Michael Grove described Michael as 
having an eye like a hawk, and being able to travel at night, 
even in his old age, nearly as well as in day time. 


An extract from the minutes oi the Executive Committee, 
Pennsylvania State Treasury, dated Friday 29 September 1780, 
in Philadelphia states: 


"An order Was drawn on the Treasurer in favor of Robert 
Martin, Esq. for amount of Five hundred dollars Contin- 
ental money, in State money at sixty for one, to be by 
him paid to Lieutenant Jacob Creamer, Peter Grove, William 
Campbell and Michael Grove, the reward for two Indian 
scalps,’ agreeably to the Proclamation of this Board."

3, Barbara May, born in Northumberland County (now Union County), 
near Lewisburg, Pa., 18 February 1760; married in Pa. in 1788, 
Leonard Groninger, son of Leonard and Elizabeth (Doughman) 
Groninger, born in Pa. ca. 1759. His father, Leonard Groninger, 
Sr., came to America with Leonard's grandfather Johan Daniel 
Groninger from Holland on the ship Marlborough out of Rotterdam 
in September 1741, and settled in Berks County, Pa. 


Barbara and Leonard spent most of their life farming. 
Following their marriage they located near Derrstown, Northumber- 
land County, Pa. (now Union County). In 1796, after the birth of 
their first child, they moved to a little house they built on the 
bank of Tuscarora Creek near Barbara's father's double log house | 
in what is now Juniata County, Pa. After her father's death, 
they arranged with her brother John May to take their small house 
and they would occupy her father's double log house. In 1823, 
they replaced the double log house in which most of their children 
had been born by the erection of a large stone mansion. After 
Leonard's death, their son Jacob Groninger built a small house | 
near the large stone house for his mother Barbara to live in. 
Both these homes were still in use by Groninger descendants as 
‘late as 1985. | 


Barbara died in Juniata County, Pa. on 31 October 1859, at the 
age of 99 years, 8 months and 13 days. Leonard died in Juniata 
County, Pa. on 12 September 1831, at the age of 72 years. Both 
were buried in the Church Hill Cemetery, Port Royal, Pa. They 
raised 10 children - 6 girls and 4 boys. 


Leonard Groninger's experience in the Revolutionary War 
is described in the "Flickinger Family History" by Robert E. 
“lickinger, 1925. A similar description is contained in “Juniata 
and Susquehanna Valleys in Pennsylvania" by lverts, Peck and 
Richards - 1886, The Flickinger account follows: 


"The story of their patriotic ancestor "Lenheart" Groninger 
carries one back to the period of the Revolution with a 
romantic interest. His name Leonard, was spelled Lenheart on 
the Roll, and that is used here for easy identification. 
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"On July 28, 1779, the Indians made a sudden raid along 
the Susquehanna, surprised and defeated the garrison under 
Capt. Green at Fort Freeland in southeastern part of North- 
umberland county and took seven ol them prisoners. 


"On April 8, 1780 "Lenheart" Groninger enlisted in the 
company olf Capt. Thomas Robinson, known as the Northumberland 
County Rangers and later received for seven months service 
24 pounds, 18 shillings ($125.00). 


"During this period, Lenheart and two others experienced an 
unexpected onset by a band of Indians in concealment. 


"After Capt. Robinson had built a blockhouse at Derrstown 
as a place of protection for the surrounding settlers at night, 
a band of “Indians was reported as seen in a distant part of the 
settlement. They were not found at the house they were seen 
approaching, and the next morning the word spread, "a false 
alarn". In response to a request by Capt. Robinson, to pass 
alons Penns Creek and look for a trail, three men, Lenheart and 
two others started through a cornfield. The Indians concealed 
along the path fired on them killing Himpleman, wounding Len- 
heart in the hand and taking him prisoner, and causing the third 
one to flee to the house. When Lenheart was captured he was 
taken to the place where Himpleman was lying, and there saw 
them remove his scalp tor a reward. Lenheart, as a prisoner, 
was regarded as more valuable than his scalp. 


"The Indians then started a hasty march northward along the 
west branch of the Susquehanna. At the home of a settler, where 
none but children were found, they burned the buildings and 
gathered peaches from the trees in the orchard. At night they 
turned from the creek they first followed and slept without a 
fire. Their camp was not reached until the sixth day. 


"After Lenheart had run the gauntlet once, and they were 
preparing for him tc run it a second time, a squaw beckoned 
to him to come to her wigwam. She adopted him as her son, to 
take the place of one she had lost in war. This led the Indians 


to treat him kindly, and allow him to participate in their sports. 


He excelled all but one in running and jumping. He was allowed 
to hunt with them, and became attached to his Indian mother and 
protector. He observed the Indians had no "swear" words, and 
did not indulge in swearing, a very degrading and worse than 
useless habit. They occasionally reproved another white prison- 
er tor his cruelty. 


"On a day when the Indians went to a distant timber, leaving 
Lenheart and another prisoner to work with the squaws in the 
cornfield, Lenheart and his comrade decided to make a break for 
liberty. When the women left the field to get the dinner, they 
ran to the river. Hmbarking on a small raft previously made 
from drift wood, they began a perilous tloat down the river to- 
wards home and freedom. ‘Their equipment consisted of a little 
rood, a knife and tomahawk. The raft was so small it dipped 
when the load was too heavy on either end. On the evening of 
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the third day, it became fast under a tree that had fallen 
crosswise of the current, whose roots were still anchored at 
the bank. The abandonment of the raft included the loss of 
their food and other equipment. They then traveled afoot, 
until they found an Indian canoe, which they appropriated, 
and resumed their float down the river. 


"At Lewisburg they were too weak to effect a landing. At 
Sunbury they were both lying prostrate from exhaustion but the 
canoe was recognized by observers, as one worth having. When 
it was caught Lenheart was found unable to walk, on account of 
a splint that had penetrated his limb, while running frantic- 
ally through the timber from the cornfield to the river. This 
wound caused a running sore, and a lifelong limp in walking." 


4, George May,’ born in Pennsylvania 30 September 1766; married Barbara 
VanGundy, daughter of Christian and Ann VanGundy, born, in Pa. 
21 September 1773. They lived in Milford Township, Northumberland 
County, (now Turbett Township, Juniata County), Pa. They moved 
to Green Township, Ross County, Ohio in 1801 where, soon alter 
their arrival, they purchased some 400 acres of land. They reared 
140 children - 6 boys and 4 girls. He died in Ross vounty, Ohio 
on 19 December 1849, and she died in Ross County, Ohio on 23 Sep- 
tember 1841. Both are buried in White Churches Cemetery, Koss 


County, Ohio. Cheryl Ann (Burlile) Knowles, Genealogist from 
Chillicothe, Ohio, descends from this family. 


5. Michae] May, born in Pennsylvania ca. 1770. According to one 
document in the George May Estate Pavers dated 14 January 1802, 
he lived in Beaver Township of Allegheney County Penn. 
Succeeding generations of his descendants remained in southwest 
Pennsylvania. Their births and marrieges on record in Fayette 
and Somerset Counties. This information provided by Cheryl 
Elizabeth (May) Leamon, family genealogist. Cheryl lives at 
Knoxville, Tennessee. 


6, John May, born in Pennsylvania ca. 1771; married Maria Margaret 
Strouse, daughter of Philip and (Kepner) Strouse, born 
in Pa. ca. 1772. He served in the wars of 1791 and. 1812. 


They lived for a time near Derrstown, Northumberland County, 
Pa. (now Union County). They later moved to Ross County, Ohio 
where he was a farmer by occupation. He improved two farms, 
engaged extensively in agricultural pursuits and became well to 
do.
